ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TOWN SCHOOL BOARD. 


In making our annual report we have not deemed it necessary 
to individualize each school as has been the custom in former 
reports, but we have made a thorough statistical table, so the 
district can see what the children have been doing the past 
year. 

We wish to testify to the honest and faithful work of the 
teachers in all the schools. We think that the schools have 
been a success, so far as to the teaching and discipline. We 
wish to express our appreciation of the supplementary work of 
several of our teachers. Blackboard work, dictation exercises, 
map drawing, and written examinations occasionally, certainly 
give our children the ability to express clearly what they have 
learned. 

We do feel that some effort should be made by the parents 
to have the children more punctual. Much has been said upon 
the need of good teachers, all of which we approve; but how 
can a good teacher have a good school if the pupils are absent 
and tardy? A day or two’s absence each week is a great loss to 
the pupils personally, as well as a great hindrance to the classes 
to which they belong. 

Our observation the past year proves to us that those pupils 
who have made the greatest improvement have invariably been 
those who have been in school ‘‘ early and often,” rather than 
those usually called extra brilliant. It is by no means those 
who live farthest from school who are most often absent and 
tardy. 

We have endeavored to arrange the schools and terms so as 
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to give the greatest good to the greatest number ; consequently 
we have had one term in session (the Plain school) at the same 
time of the high school, thinking the younger children could 
come to the lower school with the older ones without extra 


' travel. 


The trustees of the academy fund have had a term of school 
during the winter. This is in no way under the supervision of 
your: school board, but as it is designed for the good of the 
older pupils of the town district, we gene measures will be taken 
to continue it each year.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


PENACOOK SCHOOL-DISTRICT. 


The Board of Education for Penacook School-District respect- 
fully submit their fourth annual report. 

The schools have been in session thirty-one weeks, divided 
in terms as follows: Spring term of 12 weeks; fall term of 12 
weeks; winter term of 7 weeks. Number of different scholars 
registered, 121; average daily attendance, 85. 

At the beginning of the year the board were of the opinion 
that a change should be made in the principal of the grammar 
school, and were fortunate in procuring for the position Mr.. 
Robert A. Ray, of Concord. Mr. Ray has had experience as a 
teacher in high grades of school, is a good disciplinarian, and 
has natural qualifications for teaching. He soon won the re- 
spect and good will of his scholars by his willingness to render 
them assistance in school, and joining with them in their sports 
out of school. 

During the spring term he was ably assisted by Miss M. 
Grace Caldwell, and during the fall term by Miss Jennie L. 
Homan, of Meredith. 

At the beginning of the winter term the board decided to 
grade the schools into three. Miss Homan was placed in 
charge of the intermediate school, a position she has very 
acceptably filled. 

Miss Susie A. Hall has taught in the primary school during 
the year, this making the second year that she has acceptably 
filled this position. 

The board are well satisfied with the work accomplished, and 
congratulate parents, teachers, and scholars, that the year that 
has passed has witnessed no backward steps in the continued 
advancement of the schools.
